A lead-in# fitted at about the center of the insulator# led to a radio truck 
parked between the two masts 0 The northern mast was braced at three points by 
four guy wires each* A line led from the top of the mast to a wooden hut 3^3x5 
meters just next to the mast* A truck was parked, inside the hut 0 A tent and a 
■kitchen hut. were seen northwest of the radio truck# between the masts © Two twin, 
linos led from the radio installation# one toward tho field md the other to 
the radio installation with four masts* A four strand lino supported by telegraph

A wooden mast 5 meters high and with a red cone-shaped light on top was located 
5 metera northeast of the northern mast of the radio installation with two masts*

The field was observed on 3 July between 7 and 6:30 p.m. It rained 
occasionally, and visibility was poor with a cloud base of about 500 
maters# The northern hangar in the northeastern section of the field 
was open and occupied by jet fighters. The southern hangar was closed. 

Ten jet fighters, including one with a slightly higher and steeper rudder 
assembly, and three single-engine planes were parked in front of the 
hangars west of the flight control' building. Four jet fighters of the
